Without any intention to dispar- 
age we are forced to the conclusion 
that the outstanding thing about 
the recent CIO convention in Bos- 
ton was a curious omission. 


This omission consisted of the 
failure of the officers of the CIO 
to submit to the delegates any re- 
port of paid-up membership or 
finances. 

It’s hard to believe that any labor 
movement worthy of the name 
could get by with that sort of 
thing. 

But it’s very easy to understand 
why the officers of the CIO deliber- 
ately neglected to give the delegates 
an official report on this vital 
subject. 

They didn’t dare. 

The whole effort of the CIO in 
the past few years has been to 
achieve equality with the American 
Federation of Labor. CIO leaders 
have striven desperately to obtain 


. recognition on an equal status with 


the AFL. 

Of course, equality can be deter- 
mined only on a membership basis. 
And that’s the reason why the CIO 
leaders haven’t dared to make pub- 
lic a membership report or even 
submit one to the delegates at their 
convention, They just don’t have 
the members. 

Cards On The Table 

If the CIO were to disclose its 
true, paid-up membership, its claims 
to equality with the AFL would be 
exposed as a sham. The defection 
of the united mine workers, which 
paid the CIO per capita tax on 
£00,000 members, although it 
doesn’t have that many, has cut 
heavily into CIO membership rolls. 
Any estimate as to the actual, dues- 
paid membership of the CIO at this 
time is chancy, but informed labor 
observers are of the opinion that 
it doesn't exceed 3,000,000. The paid- 
up membership in the American 
Federation of Labor is in excess of 
5,500,000. 

Now, while such comparisons 
are interesting, they would not 
have any special significance at 
this time except for the fact that 
peace conferences between the 
American Federation of Labor and 
the CIO are due to be resumed in 
the very near future. 

The bitter fact is that there is 
no hope of success for these confer- 
ences unless the CIO represent- 
atives are prepared to lay their 
cards on the table and agree to an 
impartial audit of the paid-up mem- 
bership of their affiliated unions. 

The representatives of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor agreed to 
do this at previous conferences and 
insisted on similar action by the 
CIO but it was not» forthcoming. 
Essentially, that was the cause of 
the breakdown of the former con- 
ferences. The CIO representatives 
stailed and evaded but they would 
never agree to a showdown, 

Common sense indicates that 
there can be no unity between the 
American Federation of Labor and 
the CIO unless there is a prior 
merger of their affiliated unions 
operating in the same fields and 
claiming jurisdiction over the same 
workers of the same employers 
Any other course would mean com- 
plete confusion and continuous civil 
war within a united labor move- 
ment. 

The Time Is Ripe 

The obvious conclusion from the 
CIO convention is that the right- 
wing element in that organization, 
led by Sidney Hillman, sincerely 
desires labor peace and will con 
tinue to press for it. However, the 
left-wing faction, which is more of 
a political than a labor movement 
clearly prefers to preserve its own 
identity rather than be 
nated in a united labor movement.

THEIR PART IN 
WINNING THE WAR 


Entertain Personnel In 
Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps and Coast Guard 


In the current issue of the “Mus- 
ical News,” official publication of 
Musicians’ Union, Local No. 6, Ed- 
ward B. Love, secretary, had the 
following to say about the member- 
ship of his union: 


“Keeping them entertained 
keeping up their morale. 


“Since January 1, 1942, 5,389 mem- 
bers of No. 6 and other members of 
the American federation of musi- 
cians, have participated in 1,219 
appearances for the entertainment 
of the personnel in the army, navy, 
marine corps, air force and coast 
guard. 


“For these appearances our musi- 
cians played approximately 23,556 
man-hours free. Allowing 11,778 
man-hours for traveling time to 
and from these appearances at 
bases, camps, forts, hospitals, can- 
tonments and aboard transports 
gives a total of 35,334 man-hours as 
the amount of their time the San 
Francisco-Oakland musicians have 
given, free, as their contribution to 
the upkeep of the morale of the 
armed forces. 


“If these services were paid 
for (which they were not) the 
cost would have been for the 
actual services rendered, $113,- 
687.77. In this amount no 
charges have been computed 
for either travel time or the 
many rehearsals which were, in 
many instances, connected with 
the entertainments and shows 
given. 

“Using a simple average of ten 
miles of travel for each one of the 
musicians involved to and from 
these appearances means the col- 
lective travel made by these 5389 
members was 12,190 miles. We do 
not give the man-miles traveled. 
The figures would then appear fan- 
tastic. 

“It is also worthy of note to set 
forth that in 90 per cent of the ap- 
pearances made by these 5389 mem- 
bers, during which time they trav-

|eled collectively approximately 12,- 


190 miles, our members furnished 
and paid for their own transporta-

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Not One War Plant Operates 
On Less Than 48-Hour Week 


HINRICHS DENIES CLAIMS OF LABOR'S FOES; SAYS STATISTICS 
ARE TWISTED; MATERIAL SHORTAGE ONLY BRAKE ON OUTPUT 


Not a war industry in the nation 
is operating on less than a 48-hour | 
week—except for those plants that | 
are on continuous process opera- 
tions of four 40-hour shifts a week. | 

That important disclosure came | 
recently from the man who is in 
the best position to know the facts | 
—A. Ford Hinrichs, acting commis- 
sioner of the bureau of labor stat-| 
istics. Hinrichs has been running | 
the bureau since President Roose- 
velt drafted Isadore Lubin to serve | 
on his advisory staff. 

Hinrich’s revelation completely 
demolishes the claims made by 
anti-labor propagandists and reac- 
tionary congressmen that 40-hour- 
week legislation, with the require- 
ment of time and one-half for over- 
time, is holding up war production. 

“If you asked me to name a 
single war industry that’s working 
its men less than a 48hour-week 
schedule, I would be hard put to 
find one. 

“The only exception is in the field 
of continuous process operations 
such as steel and chemicals, where 
the plants have traditionally been 
running ‘round the clock on a basis 
of four 40-hour shifts weekly. 

“You may also find other scat 
tered plants temporarily operating 
on less than 48-hour shifts, but 
that’s only because of shortage of 
materials. Each time the materia! 


bottleneck is relieved, the plants 
go back to 48 hours or more.” 
“How could suspension of 40 


hour-week laws increase the num- 
ber of hours worked?” Hinrichs 
was asked. 


Misinterpret Official Statistics 

“It couldn’t add an hour to pro- 
duction in war plants,” he replied. 

Advocates of emasculation of the 
maximum hour laws have tried to 
use the bureau of labor statistics’ 
own figures as an argument in sup- 
port of their stand. The last of 
these figures, for September, has 


| showed the average “hours worked” 


in all manufacturing industries to 
be about 43 a week. 


“What some people fail to 
realize is that the figure of 48 
hours includes civilian indus- 
tries, many of which are on 
less than 48 hours,” Hinrichs 
explained. 

“Furthermore, we list actual 
hours worked, not scheduled 
hours. Thus, in a plant that’s 
on shifts of 48 hours a week 
per man, the hours worked 
will average only about 45, be- 
cause of losses due to illness, 
absenteeism, accidents and sim- 
ilar factors.

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LABOR HAS BETTER UNDERSTANDING

Set Up Machinery to 
Expedite Matter 


Many unions have quite under- 
standably been confused by the 


riots tg ole rapid changes that have taken 
offices: Presi- place in the whole procedure to be 


followed in obtaining wage in- 
creases, especially when no strike 
is involved. In most cases, em- 
ployers appear to be even less well 
informed, and as a result, wage ne- 
gotiations are subject to entirely 
unnecessary delay. 

Recently, the national war labor 
board has set up machinery to ex- 
pedite this matter through its own 
regional offices and the various 
field offices of the wage and hour 
and public contracts division of the 
department of labor. So that the 
unions can take advantage of this 
time-saving procedure, the prin- 
cipal points involved are here set 
forth: 

Not all wage adjustments require 
the approval of the war labor 
board. If unions or employers are 
uncertain as to whether a proposed 
adjustment needs this approval, 
they should go to the nearest field 
office of the wage and hour di- 


dent, J. H. Ed- 
wards; vice president, N. W. Park- 
er; recording secretary, A. R. Cor- 
nin; financial secretary-treasurer 
and business agent, S. J. Donohue; 
inside sentinel, M. Avilla; outside 
sentinel, H. G. Wulferdingen; exec- 
utive board, L. Wulferdingen, E. 
Westwood; finance committee, G.

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Daniel J. Tobin, president of the 
international brotherhood of team- 
sters, said that American workers 
would talk less about wages if 
American industrialists cared less 
about profts. 

Testifying before the manpower 
hearings of the Senate Pepper 
cormmittee, Tobin pointed to British 
treatment of war profits as a 
model for the U. S. A. Only 80 per- 
sons in England now receive more 
than $25,000 a year after taxes as 
contrasted with 7,000 who made 
that much before the war. 

“If those policies were applied 
here,” the teamsters’ chief said, “it 
would clear up a great deal of this 
argument about wages.” 

Tobin told the committee he 
favored centralized control of the 
manpower setup, but opposed com- 
pulsory measures until all volun- 
tary moves have been tried. He 
said conscription of labor could 
not be carried out equitably with- 
out a large-scale wage adjustment 
program,

Recruited Into 


The American Federation of Labor 
is determined that the millions of 
women entering war _ industries 
shall get a square deal. 


Mary Anderson, director of the 
women’s bureau of the department 
of labor, said that one of the most 
encouraging developments in the 
revolutionary new picture of wo- 
manpower is the firm stand the 
unions are taking in their behalf. 

“Our efforts to safeguard work- 
ing women have been helped im- 
measurably by the trade unions,” 
said Miss Anderson, pointing out 
that the things for which the labor 
movement stands and the essential 
standards and policies of the bureau 
are practically identical. 


“Their continued protection 
of wage standards is vitally 
necessary, not only to assure 
adequate minimum rates for 
women on war jobs, but to pro- 
tect the standards of men.” 


Women are pouring into the war 


plants faster than men and by the | 


end of the year 3,500,000 will be 
employed. By the end of next year 
the fissure is expected to be in- 
creased by another 3,000,000. 

In this extraordinary situation 
many employers have sought to 
take advantage of the women. The 
women’s bureau has received com- 
plaints of “starting rates’ ranging 
to 29 cents below those of men who 
do the same work and of similar 
discrimination in maximum rates. 

Of course, this differential 
amounts to a wage reduction and 
constitutes a threat to wage stan- 
dards of both men and women, not 
only now but after the war. 

The unions demand equal pay for 
equal work and have written that 
principle into numerous contracts, 
backed up by war labor board de- 
cisions clearly enunciating this en- 
lightened policy. 

Women workers are “all over the 
place” in the war factories, even 
operating many of the heavier ma- 
chine tools, such as millers, lathes, 
automatic screw machines, grind- 
ers, profilers and precision tappers. 
Where conditions warrant, they set 
up these tools and work to great 
precision.

War Industries 


In the airplane plants where wo- 
men have joined the international 
association of machinists, they op- 
erate hand drills and hand screw 
machines, turret lathes, power sew- 
ing machines and light rivet guns. 
They install fittings and equipment 
in fuselages on the assembly line; 
they splice and prepare assemblies 
of light cable, assemble and pre- 
pare electrical systems and install 
the radio in the plane. Several 
large aircraft companies have wo- 
men on production jobs through- 
out the plant. 

Many of the pilots who ferry the 
finished planes to delivery points 
are women. 

Some of the light jobs in ship- 
yards are being performed by wo- 
men, and they are protected by the 
boilermakers, who recently opened 
their ranks to the members of the 
fair sex. 

Much of the small arms ammuni- 
tion is turned out in government 
arsenals by women and they are 
loading powder bags in artillery 
jammunition plants. They are mak- 
‘ing gas masks, balloons, para- 
chutes, rubber life rafts, blankets, 
uniforms, aircraft instruments and 
are working as overhaul and repair 
mechanics, assembling and disas- 
sembling machine guns for testing 
and disassembling wrecked air- 
planes. 

Women perform many jobs 
in plants making lenses, bomb 
sights, precision instruments, 
fire-control systems and elec- 
trical machinery. The mining 
industry is hiring them for 
work above ground. $ 
The transportation industry, ac- 

cording to the office of defense 
transportation, will employ 300,000 
women before the war is over. At 
present approximately 120,000 are 
working for railroads, air, bus and

Unanimous Report Made Public By Roosevelt; 
Opposes Job Freezing and Job Drafting 


Labor and management unanimously opposed job freezing 
and job drafting and recommended centralized control over all 
manpower problems in a report made public by President 


Roosevelt.
